GORTHALS SEEKS AID” 
10 RETAIN CONTROL 


Made Supreme at Canal by 
Roosevelt Without Law, He 
Is Menaced by Dissensions. 


Speeial to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—Col: George 
W. Goethals’s purpose in returning to 
the United States from Panama at th 
time is officially explained here as hav- 
ing to do entirely with plans for the 
fortification of the canal, While it is 
not doubted that consideration of the 
questions involved in the fortyfying 
of the canal witl occupy much of Col. 
Goethals’s time here, there is reason to 
believe that this is not the most im- 
portant part of his errand! 

There have been signs fpr months of 
a condition in the Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission that threatens to make Col. 
Goethals’s performance of his official 
duties more than ordinarily difficult. 
He has been the chief engineer and 
supreme executive of the canal organi- 
zation since the project was put in the 
hands of army engineers. 

These functions are not based on any 
law of Congress, but on the direct ad- 
monition of President Roosevelt to the 
members of the commission when he ap- 
pointed them. . He told them there was 
no authority in law for making Col. 
Goethals the head of the force to be 
employed on the canal, but that his 
power of appointment would be used to 
enforce his decision not to ask Congress 
for further legislation and to make Col. 
Goethals the supreme authority. Every 
member of the commission understool 
and accepted his appointment on that 
condition. 

, President Taft pursued the same 
method as his predecessor, and. Col. 
Goethals’s direction of affairs met with 
no opposition until toward the end of the 
recent Presidential term. 

Reports coming by ‘unofficial ehannels 
say that the disposition to resent the 
authority of Col. Goethals has been in- 
creasing since the 4th of March, and 
matters -have reached a> critical stage 
threatening to weaken, the commission 
in the closing months of its task and 
possibly postpone the compiction of the

WANTS ONLY TO FINISH CANAL. 


Canal Engineer Has No Desire to 
Remain as Director. 


Col. Geo. W. Goethals believes he 
will be able to send a ship through the 
Panama Canal before Dec. 31, in spite 
of the slides which have occurred along 
the big ditch this year. 

Col, Goethals does not want to re- 
main in charge of the canal any longer 
than is absolutely necessary to complete 
the great work and demonstrate that 
it is a successful machine.. He has no 
wish to have charge of the administra- 


tion’ of the canal or the Canal Zone 
‘after this demonstration has been made, 
He does not want yto remain.on the 
Isthmus: even long enough to sée the 
big inauguration ceremonies that have 
been planned. These are some of the 
stateménts emphatically made vyester- 
day by Col, Goethals in an interview at 
the Hotel Astor: 

‘** We have had just two slides on the 
canal,” said Col. Goethals in an interview 
at Hotel Astor yesterday. “One is at 
Cucaracha, just south of Culebra; then 
there is a break, equivalent to a slide, 
about a mile from the other. Those 
two are’ what have been causing the 
trouble. The first slide occurred on 
Jan. 20, the other on Feb. 5. We are 
digging away from the toe or bottom 
of the slides.” All the material is loose 
and in a broken state. Naturally, in 
digging away, we reach a stage where 
the slope becomes too steep for the ma- 
terial to stand, and so it drops in,” 

“These slides will not endanger the 
a gp 5a eget of the canal in any degree, 
but they will delay the date on which 
we shall be able to put a ship through 
the waterway. We anticipated, when I 
wrote my annual report last September 
and we had every reasonable expecta- 
tion at that time, that Culebra. Cut 
would be completed by July 1. ~These, 
slides, if We removed them all in the 
dry, .would take us until about ‘Nov. 1 
if no more earth was coming in thai 
‘we estimate now. We are doing the 
work now in such a way that we-shall 
have nothing whatever to fear from the 
Cucaracha slider Arrangements are 
being made so that we. can sluice the 
top of the hill off. 

‘We are also terracing ‘the sides of 
Culebra Cut by, steam ‘shovel work, so 
as to reduce pressure and to prevent 
possible slides that might occur from 
overweighted banks. The canal is now 
finished to a width of 200 feet all the 
way through, except at the two slides, 
That portion, I said, we would put 
under water Oct. 1 ang do what re- 
mained by dredging. If we started the 
water at’ Gatun at 50 feet—it is now 
49—we could flood the cut by Oct, 1, 
providing we had an average rainfall. 
That is the date when the contractors 
for the tes have agreed to have one 
flight of gates finished at either end 
of the cut, so that if the lock gates are 
completed, as expected, by, Oct. 1 we 
can flood the cut and pass the dredges 
in, allowing the water in the lake to? 
rise to 85 feet, the full*height, which 
it will reach by Dec. 1, assuming that 
we have the average rains during the 
season.’

Pays No Attention \ to the 
Notice of Investigation 
Serit to Him. 


. Justice Cohalan, it was learned yes- 
terday, has ignored the request of the 
Grievance Committee of the Bar Asso- 
ciation to come before it or to submit 
any version of his. relations with Jolin 
A. Connolly, which have been the basis 
of. the charges recently brought against 
him. Inquiry at the Justice’s home last 
night was met, after the identity of the 
callers had been ascertairied, with the 
statement that the Justice was out. 

The Silence of the Justice is taken to 
mean that he has no intention of sub- 
mitting to any investigation of the 
charges on the part of the Bar Associ- 
ation, and that he prefers to throw the 
whole matter: into the political arena at 
Albany. There he would have a good 
deal of personal support, and his de- 
fense would be viewed in accord with 
the political exigencies of the moment. 

The invitation to submit to an investi- 
gation was sent to the Justice last 
Thursday as a result of a long meetin 
of the Grievance Committee on Wednes- 
day afternoon.

He could 
not, of course, be re-elected, but until 
his fourteen-year term, which has: still 
over twelve years to run, was_ended, he 
would remain in {full possession of 
the powers and emoluments of a mem- 
ber of- the Supreme Court, unless the 
Legislature acted. 

According to the Constitution, Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court may be re- 
moved by concurrent resolution of both 
houses of the Legislature, if two-thirds 
of all the members elected to each 
house .concur therein. Cause must be 
shown, which must be entered on the 
journals of the Legislature,’ and notice 
of the charges must be served on the 
Justice involved and an opportunity to 
be. heard must be afferded to him. 

The possibility of proceeding with suc- 
cess against Justice Cohalan* under this 
section of the Constitution is doubted. No 
charge has vet veen made against him 
which affects his behavior in judicial of- 
fice. Even if his aerense of his relations 
wth Connolly Be not accepted and if the 
Legislature refuse to believe his asser- 
tion that-the $3,940.55, which Connolly 
paid him, was for legal services only, all 
that would be ‘proved would be that be- 
fore he was a justicé or even a candi- 
date for the bench he had done some 
thing: which was ethically but‘not legally 
improper. 

He has been a. poputar Justice and can 
assert that whatever he did as an ordin- 
ary lawyer was condoned by his election 
to the bench, and that really the Connol- 
ly charges, have nothing to do with his 
position in the Supreme Court.

tan open letter by Joseph’ A.. Richards} 


of New York and the assertion by, the 
Vigilance Committee that it/ was back- 
ing up the association’s motto, ‘‘ Truth,” 
with a mailed fist. The committee met 
this eyening and perfected plans for 
putting the man who lied by means of 
printer’s ink in the penitentiary. It an- 
nounced it had sent some of the liars 
‘to prison, and it pleaded for more funds 
to, keep up the work. 

The committee men are trying to keep 
liars ffom ‘fooling women. Fake labels 
marked ‘‘ Paris’’ suits or hats or 
gowns are being driven out_of cities. 

“Look out, Mr. Liar, or the vigilantes 
will get you!’ soon may be heard 
through the land. In‘fact, that warn- 
ing was sent: out to-day. Chairman 
Roberts of the committee announced: - 

“The honest advertisers of America, 
representing 99 per cent. of the three- 
quarters of a billion dollars or more 
Spent “annually no longer will permit 
from’ 50 to 75 per cent. depreciation in 
normal: earning ‘power in their adver- 
tising -expenditures by reason of the 
deceptions of a few parasites who feed 
adroitly on the confidence the honest 
‘amen have inspired.’’ 

Mr.- Richards, -in‘ his letter to Mr. 
Wilson, resented: a recent statement. by 
the President that newspapers were 
being filled with misleading advertise- 
ments in reference to the. tariff on 
ugar. The writer of the letter con- 
ducted an advertising campaign against 
the sugar schedule of the Tariff. bill. 
His.communication. was. read before the 
meeting of the department of news- 
papers; but was not included in the 
convention proceedings. . Mr. Richard- 
son said in the. letter: 

“ When the provisions of the Under- 
wood Tariff bill became known, gentle- 
men, fighting for their business life, as 
they sincere believed, consulted sf 
concerning what could be done in the 
city’ of’ Washington, and when T pre- 
sente@ my plan, the result of which you 
have’seen and»evidently been annoyed 
with, they thought they could ‘do noth- 
ing more straightforward to impress you 
and: the Senators and Representatives 
in Congress with the fact that there is 
another side to the sugar situation. 
“But, Sir, you” have been pleased ‘to 
say—no, not quite’ that these advertise- 
ments are misleading, but that they 
were calculated to mislead the judg- 
inte yt ublic men.

Jn the Minnesota Rate Case decision: 
the Supreme Court does not call in 
- question the findings of the Master or 
* the conclusion of the. court below as 
“to the fact that the maximum rate al- 
lowed by the State of Minnesota upon 
‘§ntra-State ‘business compélled ‘the 
‘complainant railroads to reduce with- 
in that. State their rates upon inter- 
‘State business. The reductions -or- 
dered by the Minnesota Railroad 
Commission were substantial, and 
the court concedes that.the roads were 
_ compelled to make reductions of inter- 
‘State. rates to competing near-by 
points ‘im other “States, not only to 
avéld unjust discrimination, but to 
| keép the business. At the higher rates 
permitted by the Inter-State Com- 
- merce Commission they would have 
Jost the traffic, and their terminal and 
other property would have undergone 
e diminution in value. But the ‘court 
holds nevertheless that the rate re- 
ductions made by the State were not

because of the injuries sustained by 
Mr, FoxHat, Keene in practice play.

Popular 
opinion did not favor the substitu- 
tion of another team, and the gen- 
eral belief that the big four represent 
the best in American: polo is now 
justified. The English team, by the 
way, is of the best quality, too; only 
its polo was not quite as good as the 
Americans’. 

It is worth while to note that we 
aré somewhat more than holding our 
own in international sport. Not long 
ago Mr. Witlir Hopre in a game 
of billiards, French carroms, 18.2 
palkline, made 500 points while his 
opponent, Mr. YamMapDa of Japan, was 
making 33. In the circumstances 
this victory scarcely served to in- 
crease Mr. Hopprr’s world-wide repute 
as a billiard player, but the ineci- 
dent is memorable as, for the first 
time in the history of billiards, the 
winner’s average (41 points) was 
higher than his adversary's ‘otal 
score. It is cheering to remem- 
ber, too, that the baseball nine of 
Leland Stanford University, Cali- 
fornia, lately defeated the nine of the 
University of Tokio on -the field of 
the Japanese players in Tokio. These 
are striking illustrations of our stand- 
ing in international sport. 

In the matter of tennis, also, we are 
permitted to crow a little, if we do 
not forget our manners. Mr. Mc- 
LOouGHLIN and his fellow-players have 
beaten the Australasian tennis play- 
ers in the first preliminary. matches 
for the Davis International Cup so 
decisively that there is reason to 
hope that they may win also in their 
match with the Germans; and meet 
the English players with a good 
chance to bring home the trophy that 
was lost ten years ago. It is no 
small victory to defeat such a tennis 
player as Capt. Doust, the Australian, 
who plays with method and brains. 
In conclusion,’*there is to be another 
contest for the America’s’ Cup ta 
near-by waters ext Autumn. Of 
course, there is never any certainty 
of victory for the American yacht. 
It is going to be a race. But we have 
kept that cup some years. 


THE NEWSPAPER PUBLICITY LAW 
Our great respect for the Justices 
of the Supreme Court permits us to 
indulge the hope that they regret the 
necessity which compelled them to 
affirm the constitutionality of the 
law compelling newspapers ato dis- 
close their private affairs, and that 
it wag with becoming disgust and 
repugnance that they affirmed the 
validity of this odious statute, The 
author of the “rider” was, indeed, 
crafty, for he drew its clauses in a 

way to pass the court's challenge.

vasion of the liberties of the press,, 
but only @ postal regulation clearly 
within the power of Congress to im- 
pose.

APPOINTMENTS OF POLICEMEN. 
The Curran Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen recommends that the 
system ‘of independent : investigation 
of appointments for. the police force, 
established by Commissioner Brna- 
HAM and abolished by Commissioner 
Watpo, “be re-established as an aid 
“to the investigation by the Civil 
“Service Commission.” It adds that 
the Commissioner should be “ per- 
mitted” to exercise the right, given 
him by law, to promote. from the 
eligible lists oné mah out of the three 
standing highest in the examinations, 
Further, the Commissioner should be 


‘| required to file in the Police Depart- 


ment “full ‘reasons for refusing to 
promote any officer upen such lists.” 
These recommendations are at least 
debatable, 

In the first place they would result 
in a division of responsibility as to 
the qualifications of men appoirfted 
under. the civil service rules. . Mr. 
CREELMAN reinvestigated all appli- 
cants for the force, inimediately pre- 
ceding their appointment by the Com- 
missioner; this review of their rec- 
ords was hot made by the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission under Gen. BINGHAM; 
instead, a part of the work of the 
Civil Service Commissioners was 
shifted to his shoulders. If a man 
with.a bad record received an ap- 
pointment the Civil Service Commis- 
sion might blame the Commissioner 
of Police, and vice versa. Now the 
responsibility may be brought home 
where it belongsy to the civil service 
officials. 

It was in the interest of good gov- 
ernment that Mayor GayYNor in- 
structed Mr. Waupo to appoint the 
first men on the eligible lists,. instead 
of one out of a group of three. “The 
applicant who ranks second or third 
on the list may, conceivably, make 
the: better policeman, but so may the 


fifth, or: sixth, or:tenth. Probabilities: 


are wholly in favor of the man who 
passes first, if the tests are adequate. 
If they are inadequate, the proper 
and. expedient course is to reform 
them. At any rate, it is no serfous 
indictment of Commissioner WaAtLpo 
that he adhered rigidly to the rule 
of appointing the man who ranked 
best. 
But an indictment is made, and‘a 
serious one, in the committee's 
charge that Mr. -Waupo repeatedly 
“reheard” the cases of policemen 
who had been dismissed from ‘the 
force by his predecessors, and had 
been defeated in their appeals to the 
courts. The case of Patrolman 
CAMPBELL was flagrant.. A rehearing 
refused by Commissioner BINGHAM 
and by. Commissioner Baker, Mr. 
Watpo reinstated this convicted gam- 
bler after the highest court in the 
State had confirmed his guilt. The 
Commissioner is defenseless against 
the charge that the rehearing in the 
Campbell case was typical of all such 
cases under the present Commis- 
sioner. If witnesses were sworn fn 
these cases, or if persons appearing 
at the original trial were summoned, 
the minutes do not show it, for no 
minutes were taken, Mr. ;WaLDo 
would not be so subject to attack, 
perhaps, if he were” more careful of 
making and keeping the necessary 
records ‘of his official acts.

doubtedly both Church and State would 
be freed from responsibility for mar- 
tiages, and permissive certificates there- 
for, if issued at all, could be given as a 
matter of course to anybody who asked 
for them, 

Meanwhile, there seems to be excuse 
and even reason for the clergy, who aré 
supposed—and do not deny the supposi- 
tion—to be wiser as well as better than 
the rest of us, to take what care they 
can to minimize the consequences of our 
ignorances and our vices. Likely enough 
we deserve to bear those consequences, 
byt unfortunately they are not limited 
to ourselves. Posterity, the race, suf- 
fers even more than we do. More and 
more ‘‘ parents of the bride” are daily 
making larger demands as knowledge of 
hygiene and heredity spreads, but that 
hardly justifies the Methodist clergy, or

them to be wholly wrong—not right in 
any way or degree, that is—does not 
often happen. 

Yet it is a fact that there is no abso- 
lyte correctness in. spelling. It is a 
mere matter of custom and usage, with 
“ authority ”’ at odds with itself and no 
two dictionaries just alike. Again, there 
are not a few people who lack the vis- 
ualizing imagination to such an extent 
that they simply cannot learn to spell in 
strict accord with any one set of rules 
and are not even consistent with them- 
selves. These people are quite different 
from the illiterate, and’ some of them 
have been highly educated if every 
proper sense of that term. Sevéral have 
made high marks in literature. 

It must be remembered that until times 
historically recent spelling even ir 
learned circles was largely a matter of 
personal preference and fancy, and any 
that could be read was held to be good 
enough. -- Yet education is not an inven- 
tion of the last century. None ‘of us 
comes fully up to any spelling standard, 
but it is. well to have one and to keep to 
it. He does pretty ‘well who can spell\ 
most words after the fashion of his vic- 
inage and who knows when he doesn’t 
know. y,

| Smallest Forward Business Since 


August Last Year. 


The United States Steel Corporation 
reported yesterday unfilled orders on 


‘its books at the end of May amounting 


to 6,324,322 tons, the smallest ‘gross 
tonnage of forward business since Aug. 
31 last year. The decline from thé rec- 
ord of April 30 was 654,440 tons, a 
Shrinkage which supplied a_ distinct 
surprise to the frade. The most radical 


estimates made in advance by . Wall 
Street statisticians cailed for .a de- 
cline of no more than 500,000 tons, and 
the forecast was made last week .in an 
official publication of the industry that 
the falling off would not be in excess 
of 200; tons. 

While the figures indicated. a 
dwindling demand for steel products 
for future delivery. it was reckoned by 
those . familiar with the corporation’s 
activity that.the May production.of all 
the subsidiafy companies had been the 
largest in the corporation’s _history::
